A dispatch from Chicago 
states 
that the C. B. & Q. railroad, Darius 
Miller and Claude G. Burnham, offi­ 
cials of the road, were found guilty 
today in the federal court of grant­ 
ing, rebates in violation of law. The 
railroad corporation was fined $40,~ 
000 and the two officials $10,000 
each. 
The technical charge against the 
railroad and against Mr. Miller, who 
is traffic manager and iice president 
of the road, and Mr. Burnham, who 
is foreign freight manager, was that 
illegal rebates had been granted to 
the United States Steel Ex port com­ 
pany , which is a subsidiary company 
of the United States Steel corpora­ 
tion, in shipping tin plate from this 
country to Vancouver. 
A few minutes sufficed to procure 
a jury , and Chester M. Dawes, couu- 
sel for the railroad company , read an 
ex tended statement in which he ack­ 
nowledged that the facts as charged 
in the indictment were correct. 
He 
admitted a technical violation of the 
Elkins act, and the case then went 
to the jury , District Attorney Morri­ 
son making no recommendations to 
the court. 
A verdict was returned at 
once 
and Judge Bethea immediately pass­ 
ed sentence. The court said: “ Most 
of the suggestions made by counsel 
for the defendants apply to the law­ 
making power and not to the enforce­ 
ment of the ex isting laws.

>AN FRANCISCO, the earthquake 
stricken city, has long been per­ 
meated with an air of romance 
and adventure. 
Nowhere may 
one turn without being reminded of 
the legends that have beeu » woven 
around the forty-niners and their Im­ 
mediate followers. 
The names of the 
atreets and of the business blocks, such 
as Kearney, Sutter, Montgomery, Du­ 
pont, Flood, Crocker and Sharon, bring 
to the mind of the visitor long forgot­ 
ten stories of riot or adventure and of 
fortunes whose vastness once excited 
hla wonder or made him Incredulous. 
The site of the city was first visited 
by Europeans in 1769, and In 1775 Bu- 
careii ordered a fort, presidio and mis­ 
sion founded on the bay. 
One year 
liter, the year of the Declaration of 


’ growing young town. Better omnxmgs 
i were planned and several fire compa­ 
nies were organised. These were steps 
in the right direction. It was also dis­ 
covered that the fires were started by 
criminals who profited by the confu 
slon. 
This fact and the inefficiency and 
corruption of the city government led 
a large number of citizens to organ­ 
ize the famous vigilance committee 
which ruled the place In 18 51. Quite a 
number of crooks were lynched by 
the committee, others were driven out, 
like John Oakhurst, the leading figure 
In Bret Harte's “Outcasts of Poker 


Flat,” and the city went through a pu­ 
rification process that was of great 
benefit to it. 
The aspect of San Francisco at this 
time was uot Inspiring to inflowingj 
gold seekers. It was a straggling ined- j 
ley of low, dingy adobes, frail wooden 
shanties, born In an afternoon, with a 
sprinkling of more respectable frame 
houses and a mass of canvas and rub­ 
ber habitations. 
It was mainly a city ; 
of tents, rising in a crescent upon the 
shores of the cove. From Clark point I 
It skirted the land to Telegraph hill, 
along the Clay street slopes, tapering 
away to the California street ridge. 
The larger number passed to the south­ 
west shores of the cove, beyond the 
Market street ridge, a region sheltered 
from blustering winds and provided 
with good spring water and named the 
Happy Valley. 
Stockton street, stretching from Sac­ 
ramento to Green streets, presented 
the neatest cluster of dwellings, and 
Powell street was the abode of churches, 
for of the six churches in existence In 
the middle of 18 50 three graced Its 
sides and two stood upon cross streets, 
within half a block. 
Mason street, 
above It, was really the western limit 
of the city, as Green street was the 
northern. 
Beyond Mason street ran 
the trail to the Presidio, past scattered 
cottages, cabins and sheds, amid dai­ 
ries and gardens, with a branch path 
to the Marine hospital, on Filbert 
Î55SI 
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and contractors, nor rest content with 
the evidence submUt *<i by the city 
building department. 
Their own ex­ 
perts make an examination.

| are notified that further iusurauce poli- 
I eies will not be made on the building 
i until certain remedies are made.”— 
Pittsburg Press. 


PUM ICE STONE. 


Indep ndon'M\ the Spanish settlers be­ 
gan the work, aud when Vancouver, 
the explorer, visited the place in 1792 
the presidio represented the military 
authority, while the pueblo and mis­ 
sion stood for the civil and religious 
factors respectively. The mission was 
secularized in 18 54 and a town laid 
out the year following. 
In 18 46 nu American man-of-war, un­ 
der command of Commodore John B. 
Montgomery, entered the harbor atnl 
hoisted the stars and stripes over the 
town. 
Mexico, which succeeded Spain 
as the owner of California, was then 
at war with the United States, and the 
act of Commodore Montgomery ended 
her dominion over San 
Francisco. 
Montgomery 
appointed 
Lieutenant 
Washington A. Bartlett to be Frisco’s 
first alcalde, or mayor, under the new 
regime. 
Under Spanish and Mexican 
rule the town was a sleepy, unprogreas- 
Ive place, but with the coming of Amer­ 
icans and the discovery of gold In 1.848 
there came an era of growth and hus­ 
tle. 
This did not eventuate at once, 
for the first news of the discovery of 
gold practically depopulated San Fran­ 
cisco 
The town was smitten as by a plague, 
and one historian thus describes what 


happened: “Its houses were left unoc­ 
cupied and unprotected, Its former 
trade ceased, its lots fell to a small 
part of their value, its two weekly 
newspapers were suspended, aud the 
town, deserted by the bulk of its in­ 
habitants, was at one time without a 
elngie officer clothed with civil author­ 
ity.” 
After the first rush to the gold dig­ 
gings the town began to regain its lost 
ground, and ere long the influx of gold 
seekers gave quite an impetus to its 
growth. 
The towu was incorporated 
In April, 18 50, and the first common 
council elected proceeded with diligence 
to plunder the city treasury. 
The 
same year the state was admitted to 
the Union, aud when the steamer Ore­ 
gon brought the news- there was no 
telegraphic communication in 
those 
days—business was entirely suspended 
and the entire population rushed to the 
wharfs to welcome the harbinger. The 
town had about 10,000 inhabitants at 
that time, and when the people wore 
informed that the signal flags of the 
Oregon indicated that California was a 
sovereign state of the United States of 
America "a universal shout arose from 
10,000 voices on the wharfs, In the 
streets, upon the hills, housetops aud 
the world of shipping In the bay.” 
In its early history the city suffered 
from several disastrous fires. Between 
December, 18 49, and June, 18 51, six 
coufiagratious played havoc with the

street, and another to the North Beach 
anchorage, 
where 
speculators 
were 
planning a wharf to attract sett no.; out. 
After the vigilance committee u >- 
banded the criminal element became 
bolder, and iu 18 56 the crime aud cor­ 
ruption iu the city had become ii 
1- 
erable to those who wished to Uv> a 
decent aud orderly life. When Ed. r 
King of the Bulletin, who had 
nouncod the thugs, was murdered 
y 
James F. Casey, a new vigilance or 
gauization was created, aud iu a few 
days Casey and another murd* -r 
named Cora were executed in front, of 
the committee’s headquarters. 
Many 
lawbreakers were later put to death, 
and tb« » regime of the California “bad 
man” came to an end. 
It has been asserted that San Fran­ 
cisco is the most cosmopolitan city . . 
the world, and by cosmopolitan i ; 
meant a population from all parts o ’ 
the world. 
Not long ago the record • 
indicated that 45 per cent of the peo­ 
ple of the city were born iu foreign 
lands, not in two or three differeu: 
countries, but in practically every land, 
under the sun. 
According to the na­ 
tional census reports for 18 90, San 
Francisco had a total population of 
208 ,99 7. Of these 172,18 6 were native 
born and 126,8 11 were l>orn outside of 
the United States. 
Fully half the 
grown persons in the community re­ 
moved to California from alien lands, 
while a large percentage of the other 
half aud of the general body of chil­ 
dren were of foreign parentage. 
In 
190» San Francisco bad a population 
of 342,78 2, of which 31.1 per cent was 
foreign born. 
San Francisco has long been famed 
as one of the “wide open” cities of the 
United States. 
As in the days gf 
18 49, the gambler devotes himself to 
bis vocation with little interference 
from the authorities. 
Prior to the 


earthquake two of the most prominent 
corners in the city were occupied by 
gambling dens. 
One of them, known 
as the Cafe Royal, has been a veritab' » 
gold mine for its proprietors. 
The California supreme court b°s 
rendered a decision to the effect tl. t 
the game of drawr poker is not a ga: e 
of chance, but involves judgment n: d 
other elements as well as chance 
r 
luck, and because of this decision the e 
places are permitted to be maintain; 1. 
They are frequented by a hard look­ 
ing crowd of men, and many scandals 
are told associated with these plae- s. 
A visitor’s life is probably safe In th< e 
resorts, but his money is not. It is «• ;d 
that the son of the premier of Brit ;h 
Colombia was fleeced of $8 ,500 in Cie 
Cafe Royal a few years ago. n© 1- it 
$1.500 In crsh, but stopped payment on 
$7L000 in checks. 


Fa n Francisco has forty-seven square 
miles of territory, or about 30,000 
r.cres, within the municipal limits. The 
t nest residences are on Nob hill and 
I’acifie heights, both of which districts 
command magnificent views of the 
bay and the* Golden GatP. The city 
has six large parks and twenty-two 
small ones, and Golden Gate park oc­ 
cupies over l.OOu acres.

We often hear it remarked, and par­ 
ticularly after the eruption of a volca­ 
no, that pumice stone ought to l>e plen­ 
tiful and cheap, as quantities must 
hove been ejected during the volcanic 
disturbance. As a matter of fact, how­ 
ever. none of the white stone in gen­ 
eral use is obtained from active volca­ 
noes. It comes from the deposits of the 
article discovered in one or two quar­ 
ters of the globe, the best of which is 
at present to l>e found in the island of 
Lipari, situated in the Tyrrhenian sea. 
The island is mountainous in character 
and consists of tuffs and lavas and of 
highly siliceous volcanic products. The 
district where the stone is found is 
called t’ampo Blanco or Moute Petalo, 
1,500 feet above the level of the sea. 
After riding a considerable distance, 
partly along precipitous paths suffi­ 
ciently dangerous to be interesting and 
partly through vineyards and over 
grassy plains, one almost comes sud­ 
denly upon a seemingly snow clad val­ 
ley, inclosed by hills also quite white, 
and the whole glaringly bright on a 
sunny day. Into those hills workmen 
are unceasingly digging deep burrows, 
working within by candlelight. In tfieir 
excavations they come across many 
lumjJN of pumice stone, which are plac­ 
ed in baskets, subsequently being con­ 
veyed along the valley to the seashore, 
where small boats are loaded aud sail 
to the seaport near by, where the stone 
is sorted, packed and shipped to dis­ 
tant parts either by way of Messina or 
Leghorn. * 


A d ir o n d a c k . 
The word “Adirondack” comes to us 
from the language of the Mohawk*. 
With them it was Ha-de-rou-dack aud 
meant wood eaters. 
This term was 
applied in derision to a few members 
of a once powerful branch of the Al- 
gouquius, who were defeated by the 
Iroquois and forced to seek refuge in a 
fastness of the mountains.

New York. .April 24. — Gaylord Wil- 
•hire, chairman of the publicity com­ 
mittee of the California Relief associa­ 
tion, of this city, has sent a letter to 
The Ev ening Post, in which he says: 
“I would be indebted if you would giv e 
publicity to the fact that we Californi­ 
ans are not concerned In the least as 
to the origin of the aid which may 
come to us. We are sure that many of 
our brethren iu California will gladly 
eat bread ev en though the floor is not 
ground in a trade-union flour mill, and 
ev en though it is bought with money 
giv en by some one who happens to liv e 
beyond the boundaries of the United 
States. 
A sked Not to "Interfere.” 
"We would kindly ask the Minneso­ 
ta trade unions and President Roose­ 
v elt to refrain from interfering with 
any man, w hoev er he may be, or wber- 
ev er he is, who wishes to extend us 
sympathy or pecuniary aid. I may say 
that at the mass meeting of Californi­ 
ans held at the Casino theater Satur­ 
day afternoon a resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted giv ing v oice to the 
abov e sentiment. This resolution was 
called forth by President Roosev elt's 
refusal to accept the $25,000 from the 
Hamburg-American steamship line. 
Chance for the H am burg Line. 
"I would say that if the Hamburg- 
American lire is still in the mood of 
subscribing the aforesaid $25.000 our 
association will be v ery glad to see 
♦hat it reaches the destination wished 
fo r, and that it would be gratefully re 
eeiv ed by the people of California.” 
Germany Feels Hurt. 
Berlin. April 24.—The v arious pro­ 
jects for expressing in an organized, 
public, manner German sympathy with 
tJbe sufferers from the San Francisco 
disaster, and forwarding material aid, 
hav e been al>andoned. owing to Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s dispatches to the Ham­ 
burg American steamship company and 
the North German Lloyd 
Steamship 
ddmpnny, saying that such contribu­ 
tions are not necessary. Sev eral news, 
papers comment editorially and rath­ 
er bitterly on the refusal of German 
assistance.

GEN. W OODFORD EXPLAINS 


Speaks for the President as to D eclina­ 
tion o f Help. 
New York. April 24.—The 120tb an­ 
nual dinner of the St. George society 
ef New York was held at the Waldorf- 
Astoria and was attended by nearly 
400 members of the society and their 
guests. General Stewart L. Woodford, 
©f the Pilgrims society, saying he was 
speaking for President Roosev elt, ex­ 
plained the attitude assumed by 
tin» 
president in r« fusing aid from other na­ 
tions in sending aid to stricken San 
Francisco. "The president, in the rudst 
ef horrors of Kan Francisco,” he said, 
"kindly but flnnly declined the assist- 
« rme offered by the other nations, and 
especially through 
St. George’s 
so­ 
ciety the assistance of England. 
"The president meant simply 
that, 
bowed as the American people were 
nnder their load, it was his wish that 
the American people show to the world 
Hint under such an adv ersity the Unit­ 
ed States would take (“are of its ow n; 
would rise equal to the terrible occa­ 
sion; would feed their own hungry, 
would clothe their 
own naked, and 
•purred on by the indomltnble courage 
which this people hav e always exhi­ 
bited under stress of distracting cala­ 
mity set up their flag and mov e to 
the assistance of ‘the city that once 
was.' and build a new’ city, ev en though 
the earth shook beneath its 
founda­ 
tions. 
"In doing this, in refusng your great 
beneficence, the president still 
feels 
that he is greatly honored, as the Amer­ 
ican people are, in that England and 
the other great nations not only sent 
messages of regret but offers of sub­ 
stantial material aid. He felt that the 
nation, fis a nation, would set an exam­ 
ple to other nations.”

Throughout the whole chain of the 
Alps there are men who make it their 
business to search for and root up the 
gentian, arnica, puffballs and other Al­ 
pine flowers. 
High up in the mountains the root 
grubber, generally an old man. builds 
a little hut. 
He clambers precipices 
to the edges, where the blue flowers 
grow; or. if he cannot ascend, he lets 
himself down to their place of refuge 
by a rope fastened to a pine abov e. 
He wanders to a long distance from 
his hut and does not always trouble to 
return to it at night, finding shelter un­ 
der a rock. Next morning be spreads 
all the roots be has collected on a rock, 
where they may dry. 
He collects herbs as well as roots, 
and the r« *sin from the pine besides. 
When the summer is ov er and there 
are signs of snow, the root grubber 
collects all together in his little hut and 
finally transports the whole of his six 
months’ collection to the v alley. 
The arnica and some other roots used 
in medicine are readily disposed of. 
From the gentian is made the fav orite 
gentian brandy, which is considered 
the v ery elixir of life by the mountain 
folk. 
In other days, when gentians 
grew iu great numbers, the root digger 
was able to realize a good income from 
his perilous occupation, but it is other­ 
wise now —Chambers’ Journal. 


THE TIMOROUS KUBUS. 


T h e y I . h e In S u m at r a an d A r e t h e 
S h i e s t P e o p l e A l i v e . 
There Is a v ery singular race of peo­ 
ple in Sumatra, the Kubus, who are too 
timorous and shy to mix with the other 
races of the island and dwell in the re­ 
cesses of the forests. They are looked 
on as inferiors by the Malays and 
thought to be little better than beasts. 
Such is their shyness that they will 
nev er willingly face a stranger. 
Their trade with the Malayans is con­ 
sequently carried on in a strange man­ 
ner. The trader announces his arriv al 
by beating a gong, and be then retires. 
The Kubus approach, put tbeir forest 
treasures on the ground, beat a gong 
and retreat. The trader returns and 
lays his commodities down in quanti­ 
ties sufficient, as he thinks, for the pur­ 
chase of the g'Hjds on sale. Then he re­ 
tires, and the Kubus reappear and con­ 
sider the bargain. 
And so, after more withdrawals and 
approaches and gong beatings, the re­ 
spectiv e parties come tq an understand­ 
ing and carry off independently their 
bargains. 
The Kubus in tbeir wild 
state do not bury their dead. They liv e 
on snakes, grubs, fruits and the flesh 
oi any deer or pigs they can slay. They 
are skillful spearmen and throw stones 
with marv elous accuracy.—Pali Mall 
Gazette.
